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Secretary- Treasurer's  Report 

The  1970  Convention  is  now  history  and  although  all  dealers 
and  participants  were  quite  pleased  with  the  turnout  and 
general  sucess  of  the  show  a  profit,  for  the  association's 
first  time  in  15  years,  was  not  made.  The  loss  of  about 
(the  hotel  bill  is  still  in  some  confusion  but  only  a  few 
dollars  are  at  stake)  $44.00  is  not  significant  in  and  of 
itself,  the  fact  that  it  is  really  our  first  is.  A  look 
backward  points  out  where  the  difference  between  the  profit 
of  past  years  and  this  year's  deficite  occur:  The  number  of 
persons  was  off  in  attendance,  but  more  than  this  the  number 
of  persons  paying  the  $1.00  registration  was  decimated  which 
may  perhaps  be  partially  attributed  to  the  economic  slowdown 
which  our  economy  was  experiencing  at  that  time.  Since  the 
price  and  revenue  from  bourse  tables  is  controlled  by  the 
constitution  there  was  no  fluctuation  here,  but  our  costs 
on  everything  did  go  up  (what  has'nt).  The  only  other  area 
which  was  a  genuine  disappointment  was  the  number  in  atten¬ 
dance  at  the  banquet.  As  always  we  have  to  guarantee  a  set 
number  of  reservations,  if  we  fail  to  sell  that  many  we  still 
must  pay--we  had  to  pay.  The  big  disappointment  was  that 
Cecil  Schmitt  and  the  banquet  committee  gave  us  the  lowest 
cost  and  best  meal  we  have  had  for  at  least  4  or  5  years. 

Again  we  might  blame  the  economy.  The  fact  remains... we  lost 
money  in  Lincoln,  which  should  prove  we  do  not  keep  the  conven¬ 
tion  in  Lincoln  to  build  our  treasury  as  some  often  claim. 

Since  our  bank  balance  is  still  over  $700  there  is  no  cause  for 
panic  and  looking  back  at  this  year  will  only  serve  to  guide  us 
in  the  future.  Since  costs  are  usually  more  reasonable  in  the 
smaller  towns  we  can  optimistically  look  forward  to  a  profit  in 
Fremont.  The  dates  are  more-or-less  firm  for  March  27  and  28  at 
the  Holiday  Inn.  Additional  information,  bourse  tables,  wooden 
nickels,  etc.  can  be  obtained  from  N.N.A.  President  Gelvin  Leeper, 
1350  North  Hancock  St.,  Fremont,  NE  68025.  Do  not  delay  on  tables 
as  I  understand  with  only  20  authorized  they  are  already  nearly  all 
sold . 

At  the  business  meeting  it  was  decided  to  sell  the  remainder  of 
the  wooden  cases  in  our  possesion  and  purchase  four  more  aluminum 
ones  giving  us  a  total  of  twelve.  The  sale  of  1,000  additional 
wooden  nickels  for  the  1971  show  was  authorized  with  sale  to  begin 
as  soon  as  dates  are  firmed  up  for  the  show.  A  new  article  was 
added  to  the  by-laws  of  the  Association  which  was  printed  in  the 
March  1970  NEWSLETTER  limiting  the  authority  to  write  checks  and 
financially  bind  the  association,  the  incorporation  proceedings 
will  continue  with  this  article  included.  The  remaining  goldene 
and  nickel  silver  medals  will  be  disposed  of  by  the  Secretary's 
office  with  first  preference  going  to  the  state's  coin  clubs  to 
use  as  profit  making  activities  or  to  simply  aid  the  association 
by  using  them  as  door  prizes  or  awards.  The  medals  from  both 
the  Norfolk  and  Chadron  conventions  will  be  10<?  for  bronze  and 
20t  for  nickel  silver.  Orders  for  more  than  100  medals  will  be 
honored,  first  from  clubs  for  60  days  at  which  time  they  will  be 
offered  to  dealers  and  the  membership  at  the  same  price.  If  your 
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Uncle  Sam’s  Oddities 


From  time  to  time  Uncle  Sam  has  minted  coins  in  denomin¬ 
ations  that  today  are  thought  of  as  rather  odd,  but  which 
all  served  a  specific  purpose  at  the  time.  One  of  these  is 
the  half-cent  piece  which  is  the  smallest  denomination  ever 
coined  by  the  federal  government  although  not  the  smallest 
in  size.  The  half-cent  was  minted  from  1793  through  1857, 
a  time  when  this  small  amount  of  money  could  buy  a  drink,  a 
meal  or  meager  lodgings.  All  half-cents  are  scarce,  but 
the  series  has  never  been  too  popular  with  collectors  and 
the  more  common  dates  are  very  easily  acquired  in  collectable 
condition  and  reasonably  priced. 

An  Act  of  April  22,  1864  which  changed  the  weight  and 
composition  of  the  one-cent  piece,  also  included  a  provision 
for  a  new  two-cent  piece.  This  coin  was  minted  from  1864 
through  1873  and  was  the  first  coin  to  have  the  motto  "In 
God  We  Trust"  after  patterns  were  struck  experimenting  with 
"God  Our  Trust."  The  appearance  of  this  motto  was  due  in 
a  large  part  to  the  increased  religious  sentiment  during 
the  Civil  War  crisis.  Although  struck  for  only  ten  years, 
this  coin  like  the  half-cent  was  not  an  unpopular  coin  in 
business  circles. 

The  smallest  U.  S.  coin  in  size,  the  three-cent  silver, 
was  authorized  March  3,  1851.  This  odd  denomination  was 
coined  from  1851  through  1873  and  was  intended  to  facilitate 
postal  transactions  and  encourage  the  sale  of  stamps,  but 
due  to  its  small  size,  it  was  very  unpopular.  In  1865  another 
three-cent  piece,  a  larger  coin  of  nickel,  was  authorized  to 
retire  the  three-cent  fractional  currency  notes.  This  new 
piece  was  issued  uninterrupted  from  1865  through  1889,  and 
all  dates  are  of  the  same  type.  It  would  seem  rather  super- 
flouous  that  the  mint  would  coin  the  same  denomination  in 
two  metals  and  sizes  for  almost  ten  years,  especially  in  a 
denomination  that  was  unpopular.  The  half-dime  and  the  five- 
cent  piece  were  also  coined  simultaneously  for  eight  years, 
and  although  the  denomiation  was  considered  necessary,  the 
need  for  two  issued  concurrently  remains  a  puzzel.  Also 
duplicate  issues  are  found  for  the  gold  dollar,  the  silver 
dollar  and  the  paper  dollar.  The  reason  for  some  of  the 
odd  denominations  was  to  retire  fractional  or  postal  currency 
then  in  circulation,  however  none  was  ever  even  suggested  to 
replace  the  more  popular  fifteen-cent  note.

The  twenty-cent  piece,  authorized  by  an  Act  of  March  3, 
1875  was  probably  the  most  unpopular  denomination  ever  coined 
in  the  U.S.  This  coin  was  minted  from  1875  through  1878  and 
in  the  last  two  years,  in  proof  only.  Most  of  the  1876 
pieces  minted  at  Carson  City  were  never  released  and  were 
melted  causing  a  great  rarity  with  only  about  6  left.  Soon 
after  the  appearance  it  became  greatly  confused  with  the 
quarter.  The  one  noticable  difference  being  that  the 
twenty-cent  piece  was  not  reeded  or  lettered  on  the  edge 
whereas  the  quarter-dollar  was. 

The  two  and  one-half  dollar  gold  piece  "quarter  eagle" 
is  another  oddity,  being  a  mixture  of  dollars  and  cents. 

It  was  a  very  popular  coin  and  therefore  a  necessary  item 
and  was  minted  from  1796  through  1929.  The  quarter  eagle 
is  the  only  gold  coin  specifically  mentioned  in  the  Exec¬ 
utive  Order  dealing  with  the  hoarding  of  coins  in  effect 
in  1933.  This  law  stated  in  part:  Collectors  of  rare 
and  unusual  coins  may  acquire  from  one  and  other  and  hold 
without  necessity  of  obtaining  a  license,  gold  coins 
having  a  gecognized  special  value  to  collectors  (but  not 
including  quarter  eagles,  otherwise  known  as  $2.50  pieces, 
unless  held,  together  with  rare  and  unusual  coins,  as  a 
part  of  a  collection  for  historical,  scientific  or  numis¬ 
matic  purposes,  and  containing  not  more  than  four  quarter 
eagles  of  the  same  date  and  design  and  struck  by  the  same 
mint . ) 

On  February  21,  1853  the  three-dollar  gold  piece  came 
into  being,  but  was  not  minted  till  the  following  year. 

These  unpopular  coins  were  also  intended  to  facilitate 
postal  transactions  when  the  letter  rate  was  three  cents. 

The  intent  was  that  a  sheet  of  100  stamps  would  be  three 
dollars,  but  it  seems  a  bit  naive  to  believe  that  a  person 
in  need  of  a  sheet  of  stamps  would  first  go  to  the  band 
to  get  a  three  dollar  gold  piece  then  take  it  to  the  post 
office  for  the  stamps.  Even  though  unpopular  it  was  still 
minted  for  thirty  six  years,  from  1854  through  1889. 

Perhaps  the  oddest  denomination  ever  struck  at  the  U.S. 
mint  would  have  been  the  four-dollar  gold  piece  or  Stella. 

The  coin  never  got  beyond  the  pattern  stage  where  two 
designs,  one  by  Morgan  and  the  other  by  Barber  were  pre¬ 
pared.  There  have  been,  of  course,  other  odd  denominations 
suggested  such  as  the  twelve  and  a  half  cent  coin  or  "bit" 
suggested  by  a  Southern  Congressman  who  felt  it  only  fitting 
to  have  a  coin  for  the  Spanish  dollar  units  then  popularly 
in  trade.  This  would  have  necessitated  a  seventy  five  cent 
coin  also  however. 

Today  we  pride  ourselves  on  our  simple  decimal  monetary 
system,  but  if  we  were  to  have  all  the  denominations  ever 
minted  or  printed  by  the  U.  S.  in  circulation  at  one  time, 
the  cash  drawer  would  need  38  compartments.  Twenty  slots 
for  coins,  six  for  fracional  bills  and  12  for  larger  notes. 

A  39th  compartment  might  also  be  advisable  for  use  for 
sales  tax  tokens. 
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In  July  we  were  greatly  saddened  to  learn  of  the  passing  of  Mr. 

Ray  Bjorklund  past  President  of  the  Nebraska  Numismatic  Association, 
of  heart  attack  suffered  only  shortly  after  the  convention  in 
Lincoln.  The  loss  is  deeply  felt  by  the  Association,  The  Minden 
Coin  Club  and  the  thousands  of  friends  he  made  through  the  hobby 
and  in  business.  The  officers  and  members  of  the  Association  extend 
their  deepest  sympathy.  Ray's  contributions  made  as  Vice  President 
and  President  and  Committeeman  and  member  will  not  go  unnoticed.  A 
plaque  in  his  honor  will  be  presented  to  the  member  (non-officer) 
of  the  association  whose  help  and  work  on  behalf  of  the  Association 
and  the  hobby  at  the  next  convention.

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Military  Tokens  of  the  U.S.,  1866-1969  James  Curto 

Nearly  30  years  of  study  have  gone  into  this  work  on 
military  tokens,  a  subject  the  author  is  well  familiar 
with.  He  has  written  many  articles  and  pamphlets  for 
the  A.N.A.  including  "Indian  and  Post  Trader  Tokens," 

Our  Frontier  Coinage"  and  "Post  Exchange  and  other 
military  Tokens."  The  work  divides  issues  of  tokens 
into  type  such  as  arsenals,  barracks,  camps,  forts,  etc. 
with  over  1,200  photos.  Unfortunately  there  is  no 
rarity  or  price  information,  but  is,  none-the-less  the 
best  and  certainly  the  most  authoritative  work  on  the 
subject.  The  book  is  304  pages,  hardbound  and  priced 
at  $12.50.  A  lot  of  money,  but  for  the  serious  collector 
a  lot  of  book.

W.W.  II  Prisoner  of  War  Scrip  of  the  U.S.  Albert  Donn 

This  companion  piece  to  the  above  is  a  compilation  of  the 
money  form  which  was  issued  in  accordance  with  the  Geneva 
Treaty  requiring  captors  to  provide  prisoners  with  monetary 
needs  for  health  and  comfort.  This  book  is  also  divided  by 
types  of  issues  according  to  the  state  of  issue.  Full 
descriptions  and  photos  of  over  100  of  the  ticket  type 
currency  are  shown.  This  is  an  interesting  segment  of  U.S. 
history  -  our  prisioner  monies,  an  area  most  collectors 
are  completely  ignorant  of.  Once  again  no  prices  or 
suggested  rarities.  The  book  is  6x9",  is  also  hardbound, 
but  sells  for  $6.50  and  has  but  112  pages.  Same  address. 

Coins  You  Can  Collect  Burton  Hobson 

Burton  Hobson  is  known  professionally  as  a  numismatist  and 
a  philatelist  having  written  several  books  and  many  articles 
on  the  subjects.  This  book  is  an  attractive  item  aimed  I 
would  suspect  at  the  beginner  rather  than  the  experienced 
collector,  but  approaches  the  subject  from  a  new  angle,  that 
of  coins  by  country  which  are  still  easily  attainable  rather 
than  just  rare  items.  No  valuations  are  suggested,  but  there 
are  over  375  photographs  making  it  a  valuable  reference  where 
the  whitman  books  often  do  not  show  commoner  items.  There 
are  also  sections  concerning  where  to  obtain  coins,  how  to 
store  them  and  how  to  display  and  handle  them.  The  book  is 
available  at  book  and  hobby  stores  at  $4.95.

Along  with  the  history  is  noted 
a  complete  descriptive  listing  and  rarity  guide  for  each 
note  and  many  are  shown  in  photographs.  Other  sections 
include  approximate  rarity,  check  lists  of  extant  sheets, 
denominations  and  issuers.  This  64  page  hard  bound  book 
is  often  the  only  written  source  of  reference  for  many  of 
the  banks  and  issues.  It  is  available  from  most  coin  and 
stamp  shops  in  Nebraska  at  $6.75.

Hobby  Bits 


A  new  publication  has  sprouted  in  Nebraska,  the  mid-states 
"Hobby  Bits"  which  covers  nearly  all  hobbies,  but  primarily 
coins  and  stamps.  The  publication  is  issued  6  times  per 
year  in  Springview,  Nebraska  at  a  cost  of  $1.50  per  year. 
The  issue  we  reviewed  had  but  8  pages,  but  this  is  a  new 
publication  so  we  expect  improvements  occur  in  each  issue. 
There  were  some  familiar  names  included  in  the  articles 
and  ads,  but  none  who  advertise  in  the  NEWSLETTER.
